REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an Examiner's statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
In the last Office Action claims 1 , 3-5 and 9-16 remained rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Reynolds et al., U.S. Patent 3,808,332, in 
view of Mitra et al., 5,955,105, and further in view of Remington's Pharmaceutical 
Sciences . It was asserted Reynolds teaches a combination of L-thyroxine and L- 
triiodothyronine that are physically admixed. Reynolds teaches a concentration range 
of l-thyroxine of 100-300 meg. Fillers such as lactose, maize starch and microcrystalline 
cellulose are conventional excipients. A micronized form of levothyroxine with a particle 
size between 5 and 25 urn is conventional. Mitra teaches stability problems are 
associated with pharmaceutical preparations comprising thyroxine. Pharmaceutical 
preparations containing levothyroxine hormone exhibit a relatively short shelf life, and 
conditions of high humidity and temperature result in stability issues. Remington , 
teaches materials commonly used as binders include starch, gelatin and sugars, such 
as sucrose, glucose, dextrose, molasses and lactose. These binders impart a 
cohesiveness to the tablet formulation which insures that the tablet remains intact after 
compression. 

Applicants have amended independent claims 1 , 9 and 10 such that the recited 
pharmaceutical compositions have 5 mg of gelatin as a binder. Support for the 
amendment is demonstrated in Examples 2 and 3 on pages 6-7. According to Kokil et 
al., AAPS PharmSciTech , which is provided only to show further the state of the art, 
gelatin is well known as a binder in the art of pharmaceutical formulation. It is useful in

tablet formulations to provide high tensile strength, good compressibility, compactability 
and improved rheological properties. Mitra fails to teach specific binders for use in a 
solid preparation comprising levo-thyroxine. There is no teaching or suggestion in the 
prior art to prepare a solid pharmaceutical composition comprising levo-thyroxine with 5 
mg of gelatin as a binder and fillers, wherein the preparation is free of organic solvent. 

Accordingly, the rejection of record under 35 U.S.C. 103 is withdrawn. Claims 1 , 
3-5 and 9-16 are allowed in view of the contemporary knowledge of the art.
